Unless there are unexpected delays 
the defense will rest its case Satur­ 
day morning- 
One feature that may 
prolong it is the grilling cross exam ­ 
ination to which the obese screen 
star will be subjected if he takes 
the stand. 
Despite the anxiety of 
Arbuckle to go on the stand, it is not 
at all certain he will mount the w it­ 
ness chair. 
Gavin, McNab, his chief 
counsel who has the final say, had not 
definitely decided and w ill not m ate 
the decision until he 
reaches 
that 
point in the case. 
The feature of today's proceedings 
was expected to be the appearance of 
a number of more or less prominent 
stars of the Hollywood movie colony. 
The defense denied that Alice Blake

though she was reported in ban Fran­ 
cisco today. 
Contrary to belief these w ill not 
he character witnesses. 
It is under­ 
stood a large number of I>os Angeles 
screen stars, volunteered for this 
i duty, but it was learned today that 
the defense had no intention of call­ 
ing upon the movie colony to take the 
stand for this purpose. 
Today the defense will spring a 
surprise witness in the person of Miss 
Irene Morgan, a Los A ngeles nurse, 
who lived with Virginia Rappe as a 
companion for seven years.

Miss Morgan will testi­ 
fy , it is understood that M iss Rappe

She and members of the film 
colony from Los Angeles w ill testify, 
it is expected that Miss Rappe on 
other occasions tore her clothing fol­ 
lowing drinking of non-Volsteadian 
liquors.

FORCED BY MONROE. 


If the late war proved nothing else it indelibly restamped as 
eternal failure the European system of militarism, with its motto, 
“If you want peace prepare for war.” * 
* 
Against this put the century’s success of the American sys­ 
tem proclaimed by Monroe on April 28, 1818. 
After the war of 
1812-14, followed by the Treaty of Ghent, British newspapers 
announced their Government’s intention to increase their navy— 
the course clamored for by certain journalists today. 
Monroe 
deplored and deprecated such mischievous action. He proposed a 
new* American system—disarmament. 
Britain demurred, until Adams, our minister, deemed the 
case hopeless. 
Monroe, however, insisted and persisted so ef­ 
fectually that finally Richard Rush, a Philadelphian, representing 
this country, and Mr. Bago! for Great Britain, agreed not only 
to desist from putting any more war ships on the Great Lakes, 
but to dismantle any already there, and to convert any in course 
of building to other uses. By a further “tacit understanding” no 
additional forts or garrisons were in future to be placed on the 
3000-mile borderline stretching westward to the Pacific. 
A century’s success has proved the wisdom of Monroe and 
his policy of disarmament. 
What reason is there to doubt that 
the same wise policy would be universally successful? 
Europe’s system has resulted in evenvidening disaster; let 
the American system now hold w ay!

Shipments of California citrus fruits totaled 60,147 carloads 
and returned $83,537,344 to growers in the year ended October 
31, C. H. Powell, general manager of the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange, reports. The crop was the largest in history. Of this 
total, $48,350 cars comprised oranges and grapefruit and 11,707 
cars lemons. 
The exchange, which handled 72.5 per cent of the crop, dis­ 
posed of its yield at sales cost of 7.03 cents a box, or 1.47 per cent j 
of the fruits’ delivered value. Due to increased volume, this cost 
is lower than it was ten years ago. On the year’s business of $66,- 
080,000 the change lost through bad debts only $3,570. 
Of 50,000 acres planted to lemons, 33,000 acres are in bear­ 
ing. 
California produces enough lemons to supply normal re-1 
quirements of the United Stages and Canada. The industry has 
its eyes on foreign markets and has sent investigators to the chief 
countries. 
One of the largest undeveloped outlets for oranges and lemons 
lies in the commercializing of lemonade and orange juice, in the 
opinion of the exchange. 
Research workers are preparing and 
perfecting such beverages.
